If you were able to find either of 
these Webkinz, consider yourself very 
lucky because many of these retailers sold 
out of the limited pets quickly. You can see them all in this 
month’s Hot List (p. 8).

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CANDY BASH 


VIVA PONCO! GAME GUIDE. 


Candy Bash 2: Viva Poncho! is a game 
where you must shoot beans at falling 
pifiatas and catch the sweet treats that fall 
from them. Don’t let too many pifiatas hit the 
ground, or you'll lose! 

Your character is Poncho, the adorable 
little Chihuahua that starred in the first 
Candy Bash. You make him walk by moving 
your mouse back and forth — but watch 
out, he’s slow! It takes him a while to catch 
up to the cursor. (You can also move him 
with the arrow keys, and shoot beans with 
the spacebar, should you prefer.) To play, 
you line up Poncho below a pifiata, click the 
mouse to shoot a bean at it, and try to 
catch the treat that falls from the broken 
pifiata. 

You will receive one Kinzcash for every 75 
points. You earn points when you open a 
pifiata and when you catch falling food. 
Extra points are earned for hitting more than 
one pifata with the same bean, and for 
catching certain combinations of goodies. 

Lastly, If you see a cat flying across the 
screen, try to hit it! This is Gato Loco, 
Pancho's enemy. When he’s hit, Gato Loco 
drops the goody he’s carrying, just like the 
pifatas. 


Bonuses can be earned by catching cer- 
tain combinations of food. At the top of the 
screen, right next to your points, there is a 
little bar that your candy goes into when you 
catch it. After every four candies you catch, 
you'll receive a bonus, and the counter will 
empty. However, if you catch the right can- 
dies, you'll get an even bigger bonus! 
Having four candies that are all different in 
your candy counter will earn you a Mix 
bonus. If all of them are the same except 
one, you'll earn a 3 Match bonus. Getting 
four of a kind gives you a Four in a Row.

And last, getting two of one kind and two of 
another awards a 2 Match bonus. Four in a 
Row earns you the most points, but it’s 
advised to go for the Mix, as it’s easier to 
earn and will give you almost as many 
points. 


Gato Loco's drops aren't the usual things 
that you find in the pifatas — they're much 
more special. There are several different 
things he drops: tacos, firecrackers, big 
beans, chili peppers and a trophy, all of 
which you definitely want to try catching. 
Tacos are a big bonus; they give you several 
extra points if you catch them. A firecracker 
will explode all the pifiatas on the screen 
when caught, which can be extremely help- 
ful when the pifatas get too close to the 
ground. Big beans will give you, well, a big 
bean; it makes it much easier to shoot 
pifiatas. Chili peppers give Poncho a burst 
of speed, allowing him to keep up with the 
cursor. The big beans and chili peppers will 
wear off after a few seconds, so be sure to 
use them while you can! The trophy is just 
that — you get to keep it after the game is 
done, and even put it in your Webkinz 
house! 


When you're just starting off and things 
are still slow, try waiting until another pifata 
comes on-screen before shooting a bean. 
This will give you a higher possibility of 
shooting more than one pifiata at once. 

As you get to higher levels, there will be 
more pifiatas, all falling faster and faster. If 
you're overwhelmed, it's fine to let the food 
fall off the screen. You won't lose anything, 
but you won't earn as many points. Better to 
make fewer points than drop more pifiatas! 
When it gets to the point where you can see 
about three pifiatas at a time, then you'll 


probably want to focus on shooting beans; 
save the food-catching and bonuses for 
when you have a break between pifiatas or 
when you catch a chili pepper. 

Another helpful tip for the faster levels is 
to always try to shoot more than one pifata 
at once — eventually there will be so many 
pifiatas falling that it’s the simplest thing to 
do. This will help you save time, which 
means fewer pifiatas will drop! Also resist 
the urge to shoot only the pifiata closest to 
the ground; instead shoot any pifiata you 
travel under. 

Pifiata-shooting should 
always be your priority, 
but sometimes Gato 
Loco’s goodies can help 
you with this. So if you 
have to choose between 
a pifata or Gato Loco, 
make sure you choose 
wisely!

he only generalization one can make about Free Realms is that it 
defies generalization. What kind of game is it? Pretty much whatever 
you want it to be. 

Under development at Sony Online Entertainment's San Diego studio, 
Free Realms is clearly SOE's big title this year. SOE is a strong company 
with a number of established MMOs on the market. When asked the rea- 
son for all the confidence in Free Realms during a time when other games 
fail to even launch, Creative Director Laralyn McWilliams responded, 
“Honestly | think it is a combination of the strength of Sony, and also the 
strength of this game. When [Sir] Howard Stringer, the CEO of Sony, deliv- 
ered the keynote at the opening of CES, he mentioned Free Realms. It's 
important to SOE, SCE (our parent company), and Sony as well” 

With expectations so high, there is a lot on the line. Free Realms cur- 
rently boasts a team of about 120 developers, who are well into the “crunch 
period” of game development, the critical weeks immediately preceding 
release. “What's actually great is to be in the state the game is in and still 
have more time)’ observed McWilliams. “It allows us to really refine things, 
get player feedback, and really take it into account” At the time of writing 
this, the actual launch date is still a closely guarded secret. “We are going 
into internal closed beta in the next couple of weeks” said McWilliams, “We 
are launching in the second quarter of this year.’ When asked if she was as 


confident as she sounded, McWilliams answered, “Absolutely. | am. We're 
really pumped?” 


Free Realms is, on the surface, a kid's game. Underneath, it is also a 
kid's game, but one with an unusual degree of depth and featuring an 
unprecedented variety of play styles. While the MMO is officially aimed at 
the 8-14 demographic, its potential appeal covers a much broader audi- 
ence. The keys to maintaining this appeal are presentation and content. 

Rosie Cosgrove Rappaport is the Art Director for Free Realms. Her 
warm, engaging style is carried consistently through all aspects of the 
game, from the characters to the creatures, right down to the game icons 
and interface illustrations. This strength of design and application makes for 
a very cohesive and believable world design. 

The game world is largely seamless; zone loading occurs in the back- 
ground as the player runs around. Traditional zones do exist in the form of 


instances, and are primarily used to isolate 
combat areas and certain mini-games. 

Free Realms is brought to life with atten- 
tion to strong and smooth animation, including 
the player emotes. Focus on this sort of social 
detail is not often carried to this degree in an 
“adult” MMO. 

The images released to the public have 
often been compared to those of World of 
Warcraft and Disney, but beyond the superfi- 
cial similarities, Free Rea/ms' rich, vibrant 
palettes and clean lines are reminiscent of an 
original, beautifully drawn children’s storybook. 

Even the monsters are rendered in non- 
threatening forms, ranging from critters that 
are downright cute 
to enemies that look 
more like large play- 
mates. Several 
people have 
expressed interest 
in playing as the 
Robgoblins, a race 
of silly, green- 
skinned mischief-mak- 
ers, but alas, it does 
not look like it’s in the 
cards, at least not in 
the near future. 


Breaking Down 
MMO Barriers 

Free Realms has cho- 
sen to allow players to switch 
from server to server at will, whenever they 
wish, removing a long-lamented boundary in 
traditional MMOs. If you meet a new friend, 
you can always play with them, regardless 
of the fact that they're on another server. 


Simply add them to your friends list and tele- 
port directly to them, regardless of where they 
are in the world. 

A population without boundaries will run 
out of unique names fast, an issue that Free 
Realms neatly avoids by allowing players to 
choose both a first and last name at character 
creation. 

Another way in which Free Realms side- 
steps MMO tradition is via their jobs, the 
equivalent of classes in other games. One 
character can hold any and all jobs, without 
ever having to choose between them or give 
one up. You can be a Wizard one moment and 
a Chef the next. Choosing between jobs is as 
simple as pressing a button and whirling into a 
new costume. Each job has its own progres- 

sion path, levels, and abilities. 


Free Realms is possibly the only MMO in 
which you can play a Postman as a primary 
class. They level by delivering letters, sorting 
mail, and picking up parcels. This is a surpris- 
ingly satisfying way to spend your time, so 
don't knock it till you try it! 

Other entirely non-combat jobs include 
Weaponsmith, Chef, and Miner. Each of these 
jobs is driven by a range of mini-games to col- 
lect the resources needed to craft their goods. 

The Explorer does exactly as the name sug- 
gests — seek out every corner of the game 
world for experience and renown. The Racecar 
Driver is in a class of its own, because while it 
is non-combative, it is certainly very competi- 
tivel 

More pugnacious types can inhabit the vari- 
ous combat classes such as Fighter, Archer, 
Ninja, Medic and Wizard, and pursue the tradi- 
tional MMO paths of sword and sorcery. 

The game can be soloed or played in 
groups. As mentioned earlier, getting a group 
together to take on a combat instance is as 
easy as deciding where to meet and teleport- 
ing, taking much of the drudgery out of get- 
ting together. 


Game On, and On, and On 

When asked about Free Realms’ play 
style, McWilliams said, “At its heart it’s an 
MMO, but | think it is really a game that you 
see the way you want to see it. Our original 
goal was, if we made a game that was fun, 
where everything was truly optional and every- 
thing was truly rewarding, players would see 
the game they want in it’ 

Fun means never having to say you're sorry 
because you don’t enjoy fighting. You can play 
Free Realms and experience meaningful con- 


ian 


tent without ever having to crack heads or 
smack monsters... unless you want to. 

“We had a great experience at a focus test 
just before Christmas’ related McWilliams, “The 
focus group included boys and girls and the 
boys came away saying ‘I loved fighting the 
monsters, | want more monsters, | want more 
weapons, | want to be a flame ninjal’ The girls 
came away saying ‘I love the clothes, the explor- 
ing was great, how much more is there of the 
world, | want more clothes for my dog, | want to 
cook more things: Both groups thought that the 
game was made for them!” 

In addition to the expected MMO elements of 
quests, exploration, combat and crafting, Free 
Realms offers a wide array of mini-games. Fully 
developed 3-D competitive mini-games such as 
racing and Demolition Derby are promised for 
launch, while soccer and other games are in 
development for future releases. 

A large number of colorful and dynamic 2-D 
mini-games exist as well, ranging from checkers 
and chess to conducting music, harvesting, min- 
ing, and crafting games. Some of these are tied 
to job advancement or quests, while others are 
just for fun. Each of the mini-games start out 
simple, and then ramp up to become challeng- 
ing even for the more “mature” minded players. 

It is almost obligatory to include a trading 
card game with SOE titles these days, and Free 
Realms is no exception. It is in fact the perfect 
Candidate for a lighthearted. card game, and 
SOE's Denver studio is poised to have the 
game fully developed and ready in time for 
launch. 

While it is perhaps easier to learn than 
SOE's “adult” TCGs, the Free Realms game 
incorporates strong mechanics for Strategy, 
using different abilities and elements for power- 
ful combinations and variety in gameplay. A full- 
featured game lobby and tournament system is 
planned. 

SOE has partnered with Topps Trading 
Cards to bring the virtual game to the real world 
as well. Expect to see packs of the Free Realms 
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Trading Card Game at your local Target and 
WalMart, alongside venerable titles like 
Pokémon and Yu-Gi-Oh! 

Both the physical and virtual packs will con- 
tain ten playing cards plus a loot card that can 
be redeemed for an in-game item. Note that the 
virtual cards cannot be exchanged for physical 
ones or vice versa — they are Separate entities. 


Free Realms is Going to the 
Dogs... and Cats 

One of the most endearing and anticipated 
features of Free Realms is the pet system. 
Players will choose from a variety of dogs and 
cats. Each can be named via a menu with a 
lengthy list of two-part names, and comes with a 
basic personality type, such as “excited)” “friend- 
ly? or “lazy” Over time, you can fine-tune your 
pet's behavior by observing its reactions, seeing 
what it thinks, how it feels, and rewarding or 
chiding it accordingly. It is rumored that a well- 
trained pet can even help you find treasure! 

Pets need to be cared for, which means three 
different actions in Free Realms: feeding, 


grooming, and playing. Food, dishes, and vita- 
mins are available from the vendors in-game, 
along with shampoo and brushes. Bathing 
your pet involves giving it a really good scrub 
all over with the mouse. Unlike a real dog or 
cat, there is no mess involved. 

Toys will be available for you and your pet 
to interact with, including balls and Frisbees, 
Cats area relatively new addition to the game, 
and their reaction to Frisbee fetching is 
unknown at this time... they'll have their own 
line of toys if the devs know what's good for 
them. An angry cat is never a pleasant com- 
Panion! 

Each pet can be taught a series of tricks. 
Dogs, for instance, come with three basic 
tricks to learn: Roll Over, Dance, and Sit Up. 
Players will follow a pattern with a mouse to 
issue the trick command, and the dog will 
learn it over time. The better job you do with 
the gesture, the faster the pet will learn! 

The pets are extremely well animated and 
are guaranteed to bring a smile to your face 
with their random antics and movement. Best 
of all, unlike certain electronic pets we've seen 
in the past, your pet will never die of old age 
or if you should (heaven forbid) forget to feed 
it for a long time. Guilt as a gameplay mechan- 
ic is just not fun. 

Beckett Massive Online Gamer has 
obtained some exclusive, first-time ever 
Screenshots of some pet costumes that will be 
available in Free Realms. If you don’t say 
“Awwwwwww" when looking at the dog in the 
pirate outfit, then you're just not human! 

At this time, pets will be available through 
the Station Marketplace, meaning that it is one 
of the content items that will require a small 
cash outlay. It is likely to be a big moneymaker 
for the game and a leading use for allowance 
in the early days of Free Realms. Given what 
has been demonstrated of pets in-game to 
date, itis a good investment in long-term 
enjoyment for the player, while providing much 
needed cash-flow for the company. 


Who’s in Charge Here? 

As wide ranging as this game is, because 
its declared target audience is young, parents 
want to be assured that their experience will 
be safeguarded. 

Free Realms has built-in parental controls. 
Adults must create a password to perform 
certain administrative functions, such as man- 
aging game features or purchasing Station 
Cash for the child's wallet. Not yet implement- 
ed is a planned feature allowing parents to set 
a calendar of allowed access time — individual 
days and times — when they may play. 

Younger players will be asked to choose 
from a list of character names, in order to elim- 
inate any chance of them revealing personal 
information. The name list is quite extensive, 
so they shouldn't have any trouble finding one 
they like. 

All Free Realms characters have a player 
profile page that operates a little like 
Facebook by showing a character portrait, 
achievements and news items, stats, collec- 
tions, unlocks, and more. Young players are 
not able to enter or read user generated chat 
on these pages. 

We all know how nasty some MMO players 
can be in chat — players under the age of 13 
will be flagged for restricted chat and messag- 
ing, shielding them from the sort of vitriol that 
they don’t need. 

The under 13 crowd will use “Quick Chat,’ 
choosing from an extensive list of chat com- 
mands to communicate with other players. 
They can ask for or offer help, give thanks, and 
tell others what they’re going to do next. Note 
that the Quick Chat is mandatory, not an 
option, for young players. Parents may also 
choose to restrict children 13 and over to 
Quick Chat, should they wish. 


The younger set is also barred from reading 
or posting on the game forums where, as you all 
know, the real trolls tend to lurk. 

Finally, a parent may, at any time, unsubscribe 
or disable a child’s account. Predictions for 
homework being finished on time have suddenly 
risen across the nation. 


So How Free is Free? 

Free Realms requires no up-front purchase. 
Once you decide to play, the game is unobtru- 
sively downloaded in the background from a 
web browser while you make your first charac- 
ter. It is a surprisingly simple process and makes 
the game very easy to get into. 

Free Realms will employ a combination of 
“velvet rope” membership and real money trans- 
actions through the Station Marketplace. 

“Right now we are holding at about 60% 
free and 40% member content,’ said 
McWilliams: In addition to extra content, “There 
are some side benefits, such as the fact that 
members can have more than one character on 
an account, in case they want to try another 
gender or race maybe, and we'll be adding in 
new races as time goes on.’ 


Items Offered Through the 
Station 

The marketplace will include pets, pet cos- 
tumes, and player apparel not available in-game. 
Everyone wants to be unique, and if some of the 
pet costumes seen to date are any indication, 
the Free Realms team has a good idea of what 
will appeal to players. Upgrades will be available 
for Destruction Derby and race cars as well. 

Membership fees are set at a very affordable 
$4.99 per month, or $9.99 for a family member- 
ship of up to five accounts. The game member- 
ship is included with SOE Station Pass 


accounts. The number crunchers have not yet 
sorted out exactly how Station Pass will affect 
those who also wish to upgrade to a family 
membership. 


Who is this Game For? 

Free Realms is a children's MMO, no doubt 
about it, but it is deep and broad enough to 
appeal to the parents of those children. It is 
simple and non-threatening enough to draw in 
grandparents and other first time players, yet it 
is varied enough to attract “regular” MMO play- 
ers. 

The price is certainly right. With no cash out- 
lay, you have nothing to lose by taking your own 
tour of Free Realms when the game goes live. 

Although system specs have yet to be final- 
ized, the Free Realms team understands that 
the game will have to run on second and third 
generation machines, because kids never get 
the bleeding edge machine. That's mommy's 
rig. If the game is a laggy slideshow upon 
release, kids and adults alike will lose patience, 
fast. 

The main challenge facing the game can be 
summed up in one word: content. We all know 
how fast players will burn through content — 
roughly five times faster than the most aggres- 
sive estimate of the developer. Still, Free 
Realms boasts a large dev team, plenty of time 
to the finish line, and the promise of ongoing 
developmental support after launch.

GROWN-UPS ARE WELEOME Too

n January 14, Cartoon Network 

launched a kid-oriented MMO called 

Fusion Fall, Athough it’s not the first 
such game to be launched, its distinction lies 
in the fact that its universe is based on well- 
known and well-loved intellectual properties — 
Dexter, The Powerpuff Girls, The Kids Next 
Door, and other stars of the genre. 

Barely a month after its launch, the devel- 
opers of Fusion Fall are ecstatic about the 
response to the game, as well as the wonder- 
ful community that has sprung up around it. 

Chris Waldron, the game's Executive 
Producer, was at New York Comic Con this 
month, and he describes the overwhelming 
response they received after airing some ads 
on Cartoon Network. 

“We marketed the game on Cartoon 
Network, and then we had a big open 
beta at the end of the year that 
spanned from the 
Christmas holidays 
through the New 
Year, So we had a 
huge momentum 
build up over the holi- 
days until we offi- 
cially launched the 
game and we
